School Board Asks Council For 
$44,000; Estimates $4,000 Higher 
Than Last Year 


School Mill Rate Remains 

At 23; To Fix Portions of 

Third and Fourth Streets 

For Hard Surface. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Council¬ 
lors Aboussafy, Balloch, Dutil, 
Ford, Jenkins and Kerr. 

O. Bombien gave a detailed 
explanation of how the water 
drainage around his property on 
Third street was causing damage 
to his basement and cess-pool. 
Council at its last meeting had 
decided 'to have the grader take 
approximately eight inches of a 
grade away from the front of 
Mr. Bombien’s residence and so 
endeavor to improve drainage. He 
was also promised that council 
would inspect the rear of his 
residence and see if the drainage 
at that point could be improved. 
Council refused his request to 
clean out cess-pool. 

Sam uM&lanchuk asked that 
council either find him employ¬ 
ment or give him relief. It was 
recommended that he be placed 
on the 3-way relief plan. Mal- 
anchuk was granted permission 
to work off his current taxes on 
town projects. 

Capt. F. Watson, of the Sal¬ 
vation Army, stated he contemplat¬ 
ed building a new hall. He had 
arranged with Charles Sartoris to 
purchase the two corner lots im¬ 
mediately east of Sartoris’ Lumber 
yiard on Main street. As is 
known the creek cuts off a slice 
of these lots and Captain Wat¬ 
son asked if council would be 
agreeable to divert the creek in 
such a manner that more ground 
would be available for building. 
Captain Watson told the council 
that he had not yet approached 
Army headquarters regarding 
building the hall, he was only 
endeavoring to see if council 
would help in diverting the creek 
so that he could inform head¬ 
quarters that a building location 
was available.

A number of suspected 
T.B. cases had been examined by 
the travelling clinic which visit¬ 
ed Coleman two weeks ago. The 
reports on those examinations had 
not yet been received.

Approaches to the Catholic and 
Union cemeteries are at the pres¬ 
ent time in poor condition.

Gives Immediate Assistance To Vic-1 
tims Of London’s Worst Air Raid j 
Stunned victims of London’s worst J 
air raid received large quantities of 
food, clothing and blankets from the _ 
Canadian Red Cross immediately 
after the Nazi blitz ceased. The 
society’s overseas commissioner, C. 

A, Scott, cabled Canadian headquart¬ 
ers: "One thousand civilians made 
homeless in a single borough found 
Canadian supplies ready for them as 
^ they emerged shocked and terrified 
from shelters and discovered the 
smoking ruins of their homes.” , 

In the early hours of the morning 
n officials called on the Canadian Red 
, Cross for immediate assistance, Major 
Scott said in his cable, and within 
ten minutes clothing for men, women 
^ and children plus 1,500 blankets, 
were loaded into lorries and speeded 
! into the disaster areas. The food 
included soups, stews, hash, cheese 
d and jam. All other London boroughs 
affected by the raid also received 
Canadian assistance, the commis- 
n sioner revealed. 

“Thousands of parcels of food and 
_ clothing had been previously packed 
in preparation of such a blitz,” he 
cabled. 

Elsewhere in England affected 
areas speedily received supplies from 
the Canadan society and some eight 
thousand garments were distributed 
through the Women’ Voluntary Ser¬ 
vices to suffering victims, Major 
Scott declared.

T HE departure of young men of the R.A.A.F. and 
the R.C.A.F. on Mortday afternoon for the east 
brings forcibly to mind that Canada and the Do¬ 
minions of the British Commonwealth are playing a 
vital part in building up Britain’s air fleet to overcome 
the terroristic forces of Hitlerism. It is tragic that 
young men of all nations should be sacrificed to the 
rapacious maw of wjar, yet if we are to enjoy the 
standard of life we believe to be the best in the world, 
we must steel our hearts and minds to a continuance 
of the sacrifice till victory is ours. Men who fought 
in Great War 1 and even earlier wars now see younger 
men going oft to war. They recall the thrill it gave 
them as they set out on what they then regarded as 
high adventure, when bands played “Auld Lang Syne” 
and “The Girl 1 Left Behind Me,” and troop trans¬ 
ports sailed from Britain’s shores without the danger 
of being submarined or bombed from the air. War 
was a gentleman’s game then compared to the present 
methods, when nobody is safe from attack by sea, 
air or land, and civilians are in the battle front equally 
as much as soldiers of the line. It has ever been 
necessary to defend the right, or become enslaved. 
Terrible though the toll is in human life and wrecked 
homes, it is the price that must be paid to assure a 
continuance of the democratic way of life. To suffer 
defeat is to become enslaved under the iron heel of 
dictatorship and totalitarianism, whereby all the finer 
things of life as we have known it would become 
blotted out. 

1 ' HL broadcasts of Prime Minister Churchill and 
Hitler are heard around the world. Churchill does 
not attempt to minimize the gravity of conditions af¬ 
fecting the Empire, and the people would rather know 
the black side than be flim-flammed. It brings home 
the realization that victory will be attained only by 
united effort on the part of ALL the people. Those 
working in offices, factories, fields and mines all have 
a part to play in reinforcing the Empire’s resources to 
the limit. Churchill spoke the truth when, on assum¬ 
ing office, he stated: “1 bring you toil, blood, tears and 
sweat.” Out of it the British Commonwealth people 


P ROPAGANDA such as Hitler broadcasts is far 
from the truth. His armies have overrun Europe, 
he has accomplished the subjugation of most of the 
nations, with the might of his military machine, yet 
it recalls the Biblical phrase: “What availeth it if a 
man gain the whole world and lose his own soul?” 
He stated “The Reich and its allies represent in mili¬ 
tary, economic, and, above all, moral aspects, a force 
which is superior to any possible coalition in the 
world,” evidently referring indirectly to the co-opera¬ 
tion which the United States is giving to Britain. 
History has a peculiar way of repeating itself, and often 
have Hitler’s triumphs in Europe been compared to 
those of Napoleon, who in his day was just as cocksure 
that France’s domination would endure. But in a 
few short years his conquest counted for nought, be¬ 
cause his power was broken by Britain. It must be 
remembered that while Britain followed a policy of 
appeasement and wishful thinking by setting an ex¬ 
ample in world disarmament, Hitler continued to build 
up a military machine to conquer Europe. He made 
it his boast that a country which was not able to fight 
for or defend its independence did not deserve to re¬ 
main independent, and this view he has followed up by 
brutally smashing the smaller European nations, and 
the same fate would have fallen Britain had it not been 
for the might of the Navy, the Royal Air Force, and 
the British Channel, combined with the determination 
of the British people that never would they allow an 
invader to gain a foothold. 

As far as Hitler’s allies are concerned, and of whom 
he boasted in his Sunday broadcast, this is simply 
lying, for his only ally, it Can be so-called, is Italy, and 
that country is now German controlled, for it could 
not stand by itself, as the war has proved in its African 
retreats and in Albania. His other “allies” are con¬ 
quered Norway, Denmark, Holland, France, and the 
Balkan countries. How long they will remain sub- 
missive only time will tell. _ 

COAL AND THE WEST 

An editorial in The Albertan, Calgary, of interest to Mining 
District in Crows Nest Pass Coalfields 


The Wartime Economic Coal. 
Committee has recently released a 
pamphlet, dealing with the im¬ 
portance of a national coal policy 
that will result in the use of Ca- 
nandian coal by Canadian people. 
iMuch of the material presented is 
not new, but nonetheless requires 
restating, not once but many times, 
in view of the importance coal 
assumes during wartime. 

Figures make dreary reading, so 
we will content ourselves by re¬ 
marking the Committee reveals 
that for every dollar the govern¬ 


ment spends in assisted freight on 
coal going from west to east, five 
dollars appears in the hands of 
consumers. That is very impor¬ 
tant. 

But it is not all. Exchange be¬ 
ing against us, by using our own 
coal, we save for each dollar the 
government expends. Here is an 
example: 

By moving 650,000 tons of coal 
the government will spend $1,625,- 
000 in subventions. The mines 
would gain ¥2,551,250 in business 
—railways would gain ¥5,200,000 


—a total of ¥7,751,250. In addition i 
we would save $6,575,726 in ex¬ 
change. 

We are moving toward the time 
when 50 pecent of income will be 
required for government needs. It 
is fair that the government should 
use its power to increase income 
where possible, and reasonable to 
ask that payments in depreciated 
dollars should be avoided, as in the 
case of coal, needlessly. We need 
exchange for other purposes, so it 
makes little difference to the Unit¬ 
ed States. But it makes a great 
difference to u§. 

The very backbone of prosperity 
in Canada lies in inter-provincial 
trade. A cash market all the year 
round exists for coal and oil from 
Alberta—the credits we acquire 
are expended largely in purchas¬ 
ing goods from other provinces. 
Hence consumers of Alberta coal 
in Ontario find their dollars speed¬ 
ing back to them since Ontario 
made goods are purchased here. 

The consumption of goods creates 
a demand for more. That in turn 
spells employment for men and 
women, j Both money and com¬ 
modities are similar to an endless 
chain—they keep going round and 
round. If we break that chain, as 
we do when we buy coal from the 
United States, the whole business 
structure suffers. 

While this is a political matter, 
it is beyond party. Every mem¬ 
ber of parliament ought to be 
ready to assist in the develop¬ 
ment of what will eventually be 
a great Canadian industry, hav¬ 
ing a bearing on our national wel¬ 
fare. While, at the moment, we 
apply the principle to coal, it is 
well to remember it may be applied 
to other industries and may play 
a prominent part in the future 
course of this dominion. 

The committee is to be com¬ 
mended for its contribution to this 
highly-important matter. 

FUNCTION OF PRESS 

This is one of a series of edi¬ 
torials specially designed to 
acquaint our readers with 
the various functions of the 
Press in a democratic com¬ 
munity. 

THE PRESS AND PROPAGANDA 

O NE OF the ever present 
dangers in the publishing 
field is the possibility of be¬ 
coming a propaganda agency for 
some group or cause. Editors guard 
carefully against this possibility, 
and their efforts to be fair some¬ 
times incur the displeasure of 
those whose propaganda they re¬ 
fuse to propagate. Of course there 
are two kinds of propaganda— 
good and bad. The wiord propa¬ 
ganda has been much abused in 
the past few years and to the man 
on the street propaganda* now 
seems to mean exclusively that type 
of news sent out by the enemy to 
confuse and confound those who 
read it. 

Propaganda is actually the meth¬ 
od adopted for the propagation of 
doctrines and principles, either reli¬ 
gious or secular. If there is such 
a thing as good propaganda the 
question naturally arises, why does 
the newspaper not become a pro¬ 
paganda agency for all propaganda 
that is good? As a matter of fact 
the newspaper does become such 
an agency in a broad sense, but 
not in just the way that some 
propagandists would have it. For 
instance, any religious sect might 
consider its propaganda good, and 
therefore entitled to space in the 
newspaper. An important factor 
is overlooked however in this rea¬ 
soning. Propaganda espoused and 
supported by a newspaper must be 
of a type generally beneficial to 
the community as a whole. It 
would not be fair or ethical to use 
the propaganda of one church, 
where there are perhaps half a 
dozen churches in the same com¬ 
munity. 

Then too, there is often con¬ 
fusion in the minds of many people 
as to what is news and what is 
propaganda. For instance, an item 
relating to an actual event which 
took place in a church, or a lodge, 
or a esrvice club would be news. 
On the other hand an item which 
sought to impress the reader with 
the principles or the doctrine of 
the organization would be propa¬ 
ganda. In short propaganda is 
that type of newsmatter which 
seeks to proselytize or convert the 
reader to one particular code of 
ethics, principles or doctrine. 

The position of the newspaper 
is clear on this point. The news¬ 
paper is representative of the 
whole community, and while its 
editor or publisher might be an 
Anglican, Baptist, Presbyterian, 
United Churchman, or Roman 
Catholic, it would not be fair to

give undue prominence to the doc¬ 
trines of the sect to which he per¬ 
sonally belongs. News is another 
matter. If more news comes from 
the United Church because it has 
more organizations, or because its 
press secretaries are more wide 
awake, then naturally that church 
would receive more space in the 
paper than the Anglican or Baptist 
if those churches were not so well 
organized or did not possess good 
press secretaries. 

Weekly newspapers depend to a 
very large extent upon correspond¬ 
ents and press secretaries for news 
items, and this being the case it 
is timely to remind correspond¬ 
ents and secretaries that the news¬ 
paper is interested primarily in 
the news, and not in acting as an 
agency for the dissemination of 
their principles. This reasoning 
however does not preclude the 
newspaper drawing attention to 
any special effort made by any 
organization or institution within 
the community. 

To sum up the attitude of the 
press toward propaganda it should 
be clearly understood that the 
press is interested in the events 
concerning organizations, rather 
than the ethics or principles which 
attract one to membership in these 
groups.

Ever since the time of Hippocrates 
(400 B.C.) huge tides of flu have 
washed the world. These epidemics 
have not always run in cycles of 20 
years. In modem times the span 
between them seems to be about 
three decades. A wave of flu in¬ 
undated Europe and the North 
j American continent during the 1830s. 
i There were others in 1847, 1889 and 
the greatest scourge of the kind in 
history occurred just after the last 
war in 1918-19, which killed more 
than 20 millions| of people all over 
the world and more than half a mil¬ 
lion in the United States and Can¬ 
ada. 

The cause is a number of mysteri¬ 
ous germs only one group of which, 
the influenza virus A was identified 
seven years ago. This virus is now 
rampant on the Pacific Coast. 

Under mild and smiling skies, an 
epidemic of influenza flared recently 
in California; swept into Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Arizona, Nevada 
and New Mexico. Fortunately the 
visitation was a mild one. The vic¬ 
tims had only slight fever, sniffles, 
headaches, sore limbs, backache and 
a tight feeling in the chest. Los 
Angeles had 50,000 cases with but 
70 deaths, most of these being due to 
terminal pneumonia. The school with 
over 700 pupils had about 29 per cent, 
of the children ill, but very properly 
the school still carried on. Half the 
pretty girls of Hollywood were sick 
in bed—the proper place for them. 
Sixteen members of the University 
of Southern California Football team 
were put out of business. Hospital 
staffs were sadly depleted. Men in 
training camps to the number of 
1,400 were down with flu. 

Dr. Horsfall, Jr., of the Rockefeller 
Institute has made a vaccine from 
influenza Virus A., and the virus 
which causes distemper in dogs. He 
hopes that it will confer immunity 
for at least three months from all 
j types of flu.
